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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Whatever action may be taken by the 





Wiley Wins Secretary of Agriculture or the President 
of the United States on the recommenda- 
tion of Attorney General Wickersham that Dr, Wiley be per- 
mitted to resign, Dr. Kebler and Dr. Bigelow reduced in rank, 
and Dr. Rusby dismissed, we can safely say that these gentle- 
men have not suftered in public esteem by the recommendation 
or by the investigation which has followed. Rarely, indeed, 
has any charge against a public official redounded so clearly 
to the credit of the official and reacted so strongly against those 
making the charge. The public has heretofore known very little 
about Mr. McCabe and Dr. Dunlap. The light which has been 
thrown upon these officials and their acts by the congressional 
investigation has made them widely but hardly favorably known. 
The official who will submit a girl stenographer to a two hours’ 
cruel cross questioning in a locked room in the hope of in- 
criminating her immediate superior will hardly be looked upon 
as a hero by the American public. Such methods of investigation 
are better suited to plutocratic Russia than democratic America. 
Whatever official action may follow there can be no doubt that 
in public esteem Wiley wins and McCabe loses and loses heavily.

such a nuisance to the housekeeper that 
instead of reading them she promptly throws them into the 
street or into the trash basket or stove, Yet this can be made 
a good form of advertising if effective dodgers are used and 
they are properly distributed. A plan that has been adopted 
by the merchants of a small New Jersey town has proved so 
effective and so economical of material that it seems as if it is 
good enough to be adopted elsewhere. In this town practically 
every home receives one or more daily newspapers, so an ar- 
rangement is made with the news agent to slip a circular into 
each newspaper before it is delivered, and when the newspaper 
is opened for reading the circular promptly drops out where it 
is bound to be seen and usually is glanced at.

| N the pharmacopeeia of 1890, 994 articles were named in the 
text; in the next revision, U. S. P. VIII, 958 articles are 
named, while in the list which is now presented for criticism 
and suggestion 762 of the articles which appear in the present 
pharmacopeeia are retained, and 39 added, making a total of 
8or. 
this will bring the total number up to 839, or 119 less than were 


If al! the 38 articles under consideration are admitted 


recognized in the eighth edition, and 155 less than were recog- 


nized in the seventh revision. 


SURVEY of the list shows that the proposal to eliminate 
all except one drug of each type, as, one bromide and 
one quinine salt, and one digitalis preparation, has not been 
acted on; on the contrary, practically all the articles which have 
widespread therapeutic use are retained, giving the physician 
quite a large variety to choose from. The deletions, however, 


show some inconsistencies. For instance, the fluidextract of 
viburnum has been retained, and the drug dropped; the honey 
and the syrup of rose have been retained, but the fluidextract 
from which these galenicals is prepared has been omitted. 
Why gold and sodium chloride should be retained is not clear,

as it is seldom ordered by medical practitioners. 


NE HUNDRED AND FIFTY-FOUR of the articles rec- 
ognized in the eighth edition have been placed in the list 

to be deleted. This list embraces a number of articles, particu- 
larly among the galenicals, which are widely prescribed and have 
much popular use among the laity. Such articles are Goulard’s 
cerate, mixture of rhubarb and soda, compound syrup of the 
hypophosphites, tincture of aloes and myrrh, tincture of carda- 
mom, ointment of galls and ointment of red oxide of mercury 
It is quite probable that the latter ointment was dropped as 
being duplicated in the ointment of the yellow oxide, but while 
these two salts are of identical composition they differ material- 
ly in physical characteristics, and it would indeed be a reckless 
or a careless pharmacist who would dispense the red ointment 
when the yellow was called for. The yellow ointment is used 
almost exclusively in applications to the eye, while the red 
ointment is applied as a parasiticide. The fluidextract of sum- 
bul is to be retained, while the extract is in the list of deletions. 
As a matter of fact the extract is much more generally used 
than the fiuidextract, at least in this section of the United States. 
In the effort to curtail the size of the volume the committee will, 
of course, meet with criticism from some quarter, on any pro- 
posed deletion, and the articles dropped will still be prescribea 


by physicians and used by the public. 


PHARMACEUTICAL RECORD. 


HE articles listed for admission include several of the rem- 

edies which have come into quite general use during the 
past decade, such as phenolphthalein, diacetylmorphine, hydras- 
tin hyrochloride, creosote carbonate and sodium cacodylate, 
which is what was naturally to be expected. Many will be sur- 
prised, however, to observe the resurrection of several drugs 
official in former editions, but dropped from the eighth re- 
vision, which, despite this harsh usage, have persisted in their 
popularity. Notable among those old friends are crocus, sul- 
phurated potash and long buchu. The readmission of long 
buchu is interesting evidence of the fact that physicians and the 
public will judge of drugs by the clinical results obtained from 
their use rather than accept the dictum of pharmacognocists.

preparations. 


E question the need for the admission of ammonium bi- 
fluoride, an article which has practically no therapeutic 
application, its use being confined almost exclusively to dentis- 
try, We also doubt the need for the admission of a sodium 
salt of saccharine, and decidedly object to the recognition of 
crystals of hydrated calcium chloride, while the dehydrated salt, 
of practically double the strength, is retained. The recognition 
of two drugs under such nearly identical names and differing _ 
so materially in their strength is, we think, open to serious ob- 
jection. Moreover, the crystalline hydrated salt is very apt to 
liquefy under the average drug store conditions in the summer 
time. 


AS a whole, the lists submitted are eminently satisfactory, 
and show that a wise discrimination has been exercised, 
and that instead of having a vest pocket reference list, as was 
desired by some, or ‘a pharmaceutical encyclopedia, as was 
urged by others, the committee on scope has been firm in its 
The

THE AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL 
ASSOCIATION 


HE fifty-ninth annual meeting of the American Pharmaceu- 
tical Association, which, was held in Boston during the 
week beginning August 14, was one of the busiest weeks for 
the members in attendance in the history of the Association. 
The Committee on National Formulary met before the Associa- 
tion convened, as did the Committee on Revision of the United 
States Pharmacopeia. The two affiliated organizations, the 
American Conference of Pharmaceutical Faculties and the Na- 
tional Association of Boards of Pharmacy. brought into exist- 
ence through the efforts of the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation, have grown in strength and interest, until their proceed- 


ings occupy a considerable portion of the time of the members 
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during the week of the annual meeting. The pharmaceutical 
syllabus which is the outgrowth of the joint work of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association, the Conference and the Boards 
has taken a very important place in the educational field, and if 
no other- result had followed the organization of these two 
affiliated bodies, the syllabus itself would be ample justification 
for the existence of the two bodies. 


NLY less important than the syllabus itself is the report 

of a joint committee appointed from the conference and 
the association of boards setting forth specimen board questions 
in definite form. This report, which we purpose printing later 
on, will undoubtedly be of great service to the boards of 
pharmacy throughout the United States, as indicating the direc- 
tion and scope which examinations should take. Not the least 
valuable portion of this report is the comments which it contains 
on the methods which should be followed in carrying out the 
examinations. It prescribes definitely the number of hours 
which should be assigned to examinations, both written and 
oral, and presents, we believe for the first time, a full set of 
oral questions, as well as the written questions. The committee 
wisely attaches great weight to the practical problems which 
form a part of the examination as being in fact the final test of 
capacity. 


HE most important single communication presented at the 
Boston meeting was the first report on the ninth revision 
of the United States Pharmacopceia, which was presented by 
Professor Joseph P. Remington, as chairman of the Executive 
Committee of Revision. This report, which is printed in full 
in another column, gives the titles of the articles which are to 
be admitted to the new pharmacopeeia, eight hundred and one 
in number, and of the one hundred and fifty-four which are to 
be dropped. There are still thirty-eight articles under discus- 
sion. It appears, therefore, that the number of drugs recognized 
will be less by a hundred or so than are official in the present 
pharmacopeeia. 


HE multiplication of sessions both of the American Phar- 

maceutical Association and of the conference and the boards, 

has made it necessary to hold simultaneous sessions of several 

sections, and it is of much interest to observe that though the 

sessions of the section on commercial interest and of the sec- 

tion on scientific papers were held simultaneously there was a 
full attendance of members in both sections. 


HE work of the scientific section developed no phases of 
unusual interest though the papers were well up to the 
average in value and importance. The energetic chairman, Pro- 
fessor Clark, of Chicago, proposed a number of changes in the 
method of conducting the business of this section, which it is 
believed will enhance interest of the members and facilitate the 
work of the section. 


HE admirable report submitted by the secretary of the 
Section on Education and Legislation, Prof, W. J. Teet- 

ers, of Iowa, is worthy to rank with those reports submitted by 
Professor Beal and Dr. Hallberg ten years ago, which have 
formed the models for the work of their successors in this im- 
portant position, and Professor Teeters’ re-election to the post 
of secretary, was a deserved acknowledgment of the value of 
the services performed. The resolutions recommended by this 
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section and adopted by the general session, which provide for 
the appointment of a committee which shall undertake to bring 
about the establishment of an international committee on phar- 
maceutical nomenclature which we hope to print later. It 
is to be hoped that the movement thus inaugurated will be car- 
ried to a successful conclusion for there is no question but that 
there is a crying need for the establishment of some such body 
with a view to preventing the further duplication of names ‘of 
medicinal substances. 


HE work of the section on practical pharmacy and dispens- 
ing covered an unusually wide field, but brought out no 
single features of special prominence, though the preliminary 
note on the coloring principle of cudbear by Otto Raubenheimer 
and Alexander Graham, points the way toward what may prove 
a valuable contribution to practical pharmacy, namely, the pro- 
duction of a vegetable coloring matter permanent in quality of 
uniform tinctorial value and inexpensive of production. 


TC HE section on commercial pharmacy which was once looked 

upon as moribund, was replete with interest, its program 
embracing many useful contributions. The admirable address 
of the Chairman of the Section, Franklin M. Apple, set a pace 
which was adhered to by the papers throughout. A particularly 
valuable contribution was a paper by C. Manlon Kline, of Phil- 
adelphia, on the factors to be taken into consideration in the ex- 
tension of credit, a paper which we have pleasure in presenting 
to our readers in this issue. The paper on pharmaceutical win- 
dow displays by Otto Raubenheimer was another particularly 
valuable contribution to this section. 


|* the historical section there were several contributions of 

general interest. The collection of clippings and letters re- 
garding the late C. S. M. Hallberg, presented by Francis B. 
Hays, had a peculiar personal interest to many who were 
numbered among Mr. Hallberg’s close friends. A History of the 
Vegetable Drugs of the Eighth Pharmacopeeia, by Professor 
Lloyd, was amother important contribution. Somewhat of a 
departure was made in the contribution by Caswell A. Mayo, of 
brief histories accompanied by numerous clippings of two recent 
events, the formation of the Conference of Pharmaceutical Or- 
ganizations in New York and the World against the druggists 
of this city. The most interesting paper in that section was a 
lecture illustrated by lantern slides, delivered by Dr. Edward 
Kramers, of Madison, Wis., on The Pharmacist in Literature, 
which dealt largely with the teutonic literature, touching only 
lightly on other references to pharmacists in other literature. 


its social features, the Boston meeting left nothing to be 

desired. The program of entertainments for the men in at- 
tendance provided ample occupation for the hours not spent in 
the meeting rooms, while the ladies who attended the meeting 
were given an opportunity to see Boston and its environs 
under the most favorable auspices, for the weather was as pro- 
pitious as the program was delightful. The retirement of Pro- 
fessor Charles Caspari, after seventeen years of service as 
general secretary, evoked universal expressions of regret that so 
valuable and efficient an officer should be lost to the Association. 
The members may consider themselves fortunate, however, in 
obtaining the services of a successor so competent as Professor 
G. H. Beal, who was elected to the joint posts of secretary and 
editor. 
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ABSORPTION AND EXCRETION OF DRUGS 

HARMACOLOGISTS have devoted considerable attention 

to the question of the absorption and eiimination of vari- 
ous drugs, but much remains to be learned on the subject, and 
information of immense practical value could be furnished to 
the therapeutist by a more detailed study of the influence of 
these factors upon the physiological action of drugs. In a very 
suggestive paper published recently in The Practitioner, Dr. W. 
A. Dixon has drawn attention to some of the aspects of this 
question and to the bearing which it will undoubtedly have 
upon the development of the science of pharmacology. 


ERTAIN familiar internal remedies are absorbed to but a 
very slight extent, and the very fact that they are not 
absorbed makes their use in this manner a possibility, for were 
they absorbed in large amounts they would prove highly toxic. 
Sulphate of iron and epsom salts are remedies of this nature. 
The vegetable laxatives are used for their local irritating ef- 
fect, for, were they absorbed to any degree, they would have 
an unfavorable effect upon the kidneys. It is for this reason 
that the active principles of these drugs, when used alone, have 
sometimes been found less serviceable than the drugs them- 
selves, as they are absorbed more readily than are the mixtures 
of gums, resins, etc., which constitute the original drug. Numer- 
ous other instances might be cited of drugs which are used for 
their local effects, or, as in the case of certain expectorants, 
for the reflex action which is excited by the local irritation of a 
non-absorbable body. 


ITH regard to the organic compounds of some of the 
metals, Dr. Dixon presented some interesting observa- 

tions. Arsenic is very readily absorbed in combination witb 
certain organic compounds. In this case,.so long as the com- 
pound remains unaltered, the action is not that of arsenic, but 
of the compound of which it forms a part. Atoxyl, for in- 
stance, which contains about 24 percent. of arsenic and is only 
about one-fortieth as poisonous as arsenious acid, is largely 
excreted, unchanged, in the urine, and the arsenical action of 
the drug is dependent upon the arsenic freed from the small 
quantity of atoxyl which is broken up in the system. In con- 
sidering Ehrlich’s new remedy, dioxydiamidoarsenobenzol, Dixon 
states that the action of this unaltered substance is not unlike 
that of any of the coal tar series, such as amido-phenol, for in- 
stance, and yet its effect upon syphilis and certain other dis- 
eases is vastly superior to that of any of the other known or- 
ganic compounds of arsenic. The explanation offered for this 
fact is that the organisms of the disease possess a power of 
breaking down the substance, with the liberation of arsenic, 
which the human system is unable to accomplish, and the ex- 
ercise of this accomplishment results in their immediate de- 
As Dixon 
remarks, if this explanation be true, it is only a matter of time 
when all parasitic diseases should be conquered by the con- 


struction of compounds which act in a similar manner. 


struction, with the fixation of the arsenic liberated. 


HE rate of elimination of drugs has an important bearing 

on the length of their physiological action as do the chem- 

ical changes to which they are subjected within the body. Cer- 
tain drugs are given for the action they exert in the process of 
excretion, of which the urinary antiseptics are familiar exam- 
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ples. The conditions affecting this action should be thoroughly 
worked out, as they may have a very practical bearing on the 
physiological action required. | Hexamethylenamine, for in- 
stance, is practically inert when given to a patient whose urine 
is alkaline, but is a very useful urinary antiseptic if the urine 
is rendered acid by the simultaneous administration of some 
other drug. The different urinary antiseptics also possess vary- 


ing degrees of usefulness for different types of infections. 


STANDARDIZATION OF SALARIES IN 
EUROPE 


NE of the most peculiar features of pharmacy in European 
countries where the exercise of the profession is sub- 
jected to considerable restrictions is the growing tendency to 
regulate the position of owner and clerk in accordance with the 
example afforded by government departments. It is true that 
the work of a pharmacist in these countries has become a mat- 
ter of routine, and the innumerable restrictions by which he is 
surrounded deprive him of all liberty of enterprise. He is un- 
able to take up any paying side line in spite of the knowledge 
that his income is decreasing owing to cheaper prescribing, at- 
tractive window dressing is tabooed, and if he enjoys the privi- 
lege of reading the advertising notes in THE AMERICAN DRUG- 
Gist, he shudders at the thought of selling notepaper, candies 
and sundaes, whatever the latter mysterious term may cover. 
The first great step in this direction has been made in Austria, 
and there is a movement now on foot to introduce the same 
thing in German pharmacy. It is nothing more or less than the 
payment of pharmaceutical clerks on a uniform basis, without 
any influence being exercised by the employer. In practice this 
system is worked on the following lines: every owner who 
keeps one or more clerks, pays a stated sum into a common 
fund, the amount depending to some extent upon the nature of 
the locality and the importance of the business. On the other 
hand the clerks receive a fixed salary which increases with age, 
and is independent of the particular store in which they are 
occupied. After staying a certain time in one business, the 
clerk suffers no loss by changing. 


ee it seems a preposterous suggestion to forego all 
right to recompense the activity and zeal of employees ac- 
cording to the employer’s valuation of their services, this sys- 
tem is not without advantages in these countries. Apart from 
the fact that there is no scope for originality, we must remem- 
ber that a very large proportion of clerks will never be in a 
position to become independent, and even if their ambition is to 
obtain a “concession,” many years of weary waiting must be 
spent. It further offers that great advantage that the older man 
is not shouldered out by the younger man, on the contrary an 
older clerk may accept a position in some quiet country phar- 
macy and in spite of having less work to do is entitled to a rate 
of salary corresponding to his years of service in the profession, 
and thus he is, to a great extent, relieved of the care of what 
is to become of himself and of his family as the years roll by. 
Possibly the very existence of a scheme of this nature offers the 
best illustration of the diametrically different conditions pre- 
vailing in pharmacy on this side the Atlantic and that found in 
Continental Europe.

The presentation of this report marks a new era in pharmacopceia 
revision in the United States in that heretofore no information regard- 
ing the work of the Committee of Revision had been made public until 
the actual publication of the completed Pharmacopceia. This tentative 
report of the Executive Committee is made in accordance with a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Pharmacopceial Convention in 1910, which pro- 
vided that the Committee of Revision should make public the proposed 
standards and tests with a view to profiting by any criticism which 
might be evoked prior to their final adoption. The following is para- 
graph No. 14 of the instructions to the committee of revision in accord- 
ance with which this preliminary report is made public: 

It is recommended that the General Committee of Revision 
publish an abstract of new descriptions and standards for com- 
ment and criticism prior to final adoption.

habits are embarrassed during*hot weather by the persistent 
odors of perspiration that frequent changes of clothing and bath- 
ing will not prevent, and while there are many proffered pre- 
ventatives, most are objectionable or ineffective. Numerous trials 
have shown that very dilute solutions of formaldehyde have a 
really wonderful effect in destroying the odor of perspiration. 





An Ingenious Excipient—Bauermeister (Ap. Zt., I9II, 
No. 44) has recently taken out a patent in Germany for the 
preparation of excipients for tablets, pills, etc, which are stable 
under ordinary conditions but are very readily destroyed or 


broken down in the body. 


These consist of various combina- 


tions of ferments, either organized or unorganized, and dried 
culture media, which react on each other at the body tempera- 
ture when moistened, with the liberation of gas, thus breaking 


down the tablet or pill. 


Sarcine, fungi, bacteria or enzymes, 


which in the dried preparation are unable to attack the accom- 
panying media, are used. He claims to be able to determine 
and select any desired portion of the alimentary canal for the 
disintegration of the tablets or pills, by varying the combina- 
tions. For instance, if he wishes a bismuth compound to exert 


its influence in the stomach, 


the mixture is inoculated with 


sarcine, which are active in an acid medium. On the other 
hand, if he wishes the preparation broken down in the intestine, 
some enzyme that is active only in alkaline or neutral medium 


is selected.

revision, formulas have been studied and revised by sub-com- 
mittees appointed for the purpose. Other sub-committees have 
submitted new formulas and every proposed change or addition 
has been published in the bulletin together with comments or 
criticisms. Finally, in the light of these comments, a special 
reviewing sub-committee has passed upon the proposed for- 
mulas, suggesting further changes where found necessary, and 
then, with the approval of the whole committee, submitting the 
formula for drafting into manuscript. 
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Dioxydiamidoarsenobenzol.—C. A. P. wants to know the 
ordinary name for this chemical. It should be well known by 
this time that dioxydiamidoarsenobenzol hydrochloride is the 
chemical name for the celebrated Ehrlich-Hata remedy for 
syphilis, first called 606, which is manufactured under Dr. 
Ehrlich’s supervision by the Farbwerke Hoechst, and is mar- 
keted in the United States by Victor Koechl & Co. (Hermann 
Metz), New York, under the name Salvarsan. In almost every 
issue of the AMERICAN DruccisT you will find something about 
this remedy. We might also call your attention to the sym- 
posium held at the meeting of the New York College of Phar- 
macy, in which Dr, Robert A. Hatcher, of Cornell; Dr. Her- 
mann Metz, and Dr. Fordyce, of Bellevue Hospital, took active 
part, and also to the paper on Ehrlich and Chemotherapy, read and 
demonstrated before the Kings County Pharmaceutical Society 
by the associate editor of the AMERICAN Druccist, and pub- 
lished in the issue of February 27, 1911. Arsenic is excreted 
very rapidly through the urine after using salvarsan, and ex- 
cretion is more rapid after intravenous injection than after in- 
tramuscular use. The administration of mercury preparations 
will retard the excretion of arsenic through the urine, but the 
use of iodides will hasten it. Attention is called to a recent 
warning from English authorities against too free use of this 
and other forms of arsenic, because of the fairly well estab- 
lished fact that the presence of arsenic in food or water tends 
to increase susceptibility to cancerous affections. 

Barium Pills for Mice and Rats—J. A., New York, wants 
a formula for pills containing barium for mice and rats, which 
have the advantage of not being poisonous. While the barium 
salts are not nearly as poisonous as arsenic and its combina- 
tions, nevertheless they should be used with care. There are a 
number of such formulas for pills, which are quite popular on 
the Continent, one of which we give:

—or sufficient to make a pill mass. 

Divide the mass into pills, which, in our opinion, should be 
quite large, weighing about 2 to 4 Gms. each, so as not to be 
mistaken for any other pill intended for human use, Other for- 
mulas add a little powdered squiil, others tartar emetic, and 
some also add arsenic in the form of oxide or sulphide. 

Red and Black Printers’ Inks —D. A. M. wishes formule 
for black and red printers’ inks. We quote the following gen- 
eral formula:

Turpentine may be used in small amounts for thinning. 

Red ink may be made by incorporating a suitable amount of 
a red coloring matter, such as vermilion, with boiled linseed 
oil, adding a little rosin and soap for consistency. 

The making of good printers’ ink is a fine art, and less de- 
pends on the formula than on the process and the skill and ex- 
perience of the manufacturer. The basis of printers’ ink is 
good boiled linseed oil, with rosin, soft soap, copaiba and other 
“bodies” added according to the maker’s formula, The linseed 
oil is boiled by a special process until it becomes sticky and 
‘can be pulled out into strings. The coloring matter of the ink 







must be in a very fine powder and thoroughly worked into the 
oil. As successful manufacture of printers’ ink requires great 


skill and experience, and machinery for grinding and 
incorporating colors, we would not advise trying to make it on 
a small scale. 

Purchasers of Old Patent Medicines.—L. D. Co., Stanley, 
Ia., wishes to know addresses of purchasers of shopworn patent 
medicines. As a rule, new labels and wrappers for soiled or 
shopworn proprietary medicines can be obtained from the man- 
ufacturers on proper explanation of the reason for the request, 
or soiled goods can be returned in exchange for new at the 
owner’s expense. If the patent medicines, to use the common 
term, are widely advertised and well known, probably the job- 
ber will receive them in exchange for other goods, and one 
might offer them to jobbers through their traveling salesmen 
when calling. If the articles on hand are proprietary remedies 
of merely local popularity, or if they are the products of some 
firm now out of business, the wisest plan of disposing of them 
would be to empty and wash the bottles and use them for con- 
tainers of turpentine, oils, etc., that are sold in small purchases 
over the counter. There is nothing so “dead” a seller as an old 
patent medicine, and as the composition is unknown it is un- 
safe to use it. Druggists located in the larger centers, as New 
York, Boston or Chicago, have a better chance to dispose of 
unsalable patent medicines than those located in the smaller 
towns. We believe the N. A. R. D. at one time conducted a 
bureau for the exchange of unsalable proprietary goods at the 
Chicago headquarters, Dearborn street, Chicago. We _ should 
like to obtain the addresses of any dealers specializing in this 
line, and would be glad to hear from our readers on the sub- 
ject. 

Dealers in Stock Perfume shade. —L. H. wishes to know 
where to obtain such labels. The cease of bulk per- 
fumes usually carry a line of stock perfume labels which they 
supply to customers at a low price. Many printers in large 
cities also make a specialty of this work. ‘If you will consult 
the advertising pages of the AmericAN Druccist you will find 
the addresses of firms dealing in perfumes, also firms who make 
a specialty of supplying labels of all descriptions for druggists. 

Deodorizing Benzine.—L. H. a recipe for deodor- 
izing benzine, by which we presume he means the fluid known 
as benzine, gasoline, etc., indifferently. There is no process 
that will remove the characteristic odor from benzine without 
altering its nature. However, the disagreeable odor of com- 
mercial benzine is due to impurities, the pure product itself 
possessing rather a pleasant odor. As these impurities are gen- 
erally oxidizable, they may be destroyed by oxidizing agents, 
one of the best of which is permanganate of potash, A prac- 
tical method for deodorizing benzine in large quantities is to 
shake the fluid in a closed container with a small proportion 
of a strong aqueous solution of ‘potassium permanganate acidi- 
fied with sulphuric acid, allow the two layers of fluid to sepa- 
rate, and decant the clear supernatant benzine. If further puri- 
fication is desired, allow the benzine to stand over a little quick- 
lime for a few hours, then decant.

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The eighth edition of the United States Pharmacopceia gives 
a process for purifying benzine that may be preferred. Atten- 
tion is called to the pharmacopeeial name of this article, petro- 
leum benzin, not benzine, so named to prevent confusion with 
benzene, a different substance. 

Corrosion of Aluminum Stoppers.—The question has been 
raised whether or not aluminum is a suitable material for 
sprinkler tops, atomizer tips, jar covers, etc. when the contents 
of the container are alkaline. The question was definitely asked 
in reference to the suitability of aluminum for atomizer tips 
when an alkaline liquid is to be used in the atomizer. Metallic 
aluminum is slowly acted on by dilute alkalies in the presence 
of oxygen, with the formation of aluminum hydrate or oxide. 
However, in the case of the usual alkaline solutions used in 
atomizers for nasal and throat treatment, the alkali present is 
not in sufficient strength to act on aluminum tips except after 
long contact. Doubtless after long use these atomizer tips may 
become clogged up with a whitish crustlike deposit, but this may 
be avoided by occasional cleaning. Aluminum, because of its 
lightness, bright color, durability and practical freedom from 
corrosion has been found very well adapted for the purposes 
mentioned above. 

Awa Root.—D. L., New York.—Awa root is the same as 
Kawa or Kava-kava. Its botanical name is Piper Methysticum. 
It is described as a root consisting of a large knotty crown, 5 to 
15 cm. thick, light, spongy and very starchy, blackish externally 
and white internally. It contains two resins, a neutral principle, 
methysticin, and starch. A beverage producing a peculiar kind 
of intoxication is prepared from it by the natives of the Poly- 
nesian Islands. The fluidextract is given in Io minim doses, 
which may be increased up to a dram. It is said to be of special 
value in acute and chronic diarrhoea, acute cystitis and leu- 
corrheea. 

Bedbug Exterminators.—S. W. E., Mount Pleasant, wants 
formulas for bedbug exterminators that do not contain corrosive 
sublimate. We submit a few that have been found effective, 
but it must be remembered that persistency in use has much to 
do with success in ridding a house of vermin of any kind. It 
must be remembered that it is not sufficient to destroy the adult 
insects alone, as there will be eggs everywhere that will fur- 
nish repeated crops of the tormentors,

Dissolve the naphthalin and oil in the benzin, macerate the 
tobacco with the liquid for several days and then decant the 
clear supernatant fluid. This preparation is highly inflammable 

Changes in Oil of Anise, as it ages, have been studied by 
Knapp (Siidd. Apoth, Zt., 1911, 109). He found that the specific 
gravity gradually increases, and at the same time the oil, orig- 
inally levorotary, becomes dextrorotary. The congealing point 
becomes higher and the solubility in alcohol and dilute alcohol 
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increases. The proportion of the oil which is evaporated at 100 
degrees C. on a water bath or in the drying oven is greater. 
From the study of an oil twenty-three years old, in which he 
found no considerable quantity of anisic acid or aldehyd, Knapp 
concluded that the changes involved included the development of 
anethol into isoanethol. 

The Preparation of Methyl Bromide in large quantities 
has been accomplished by the reaction of bromine and methy]l- 
alcohol in the presence of red phosphorus. By this method about 
44 percent. of the theoretical amount of methyl bromide was 
realized. Bygden has recently suggested that the reaction be- 
tween methyl sulphuric acid and potassium bromide be utilized 
for this purpose. (Jour. prakt, Chem:, 1911, 83, 421.) Con- 
centrated sulphuric acid is very gradually added to the necessary 
quantity of methyl alcohol, the mixture being cooled the while. 
The potassium bromide is then added and the whole is distilled 
on a sand bath, the methyl bromide being collected in a condens- 
ing vessel cooled with a salt-ice mixture. 83 to 84 percent. of 
methyl bromide is thus obtained. 

A Delicate Test for Acetanilide.—Acetanilide when heat- 
ed together with boric acid over a naked flame until the boric 
acid melts produces a yellow residue, having a peculiar fra- 
grant odor suggestive of sweet clover or arbutus, says G. N. 
Watson, writing in the American Journal of Pharmacy for June, 
1911. The yellow color, however, is produced by either acetan- 
ilide or phenacetin. Antipyrine produces a pink color and a 
naphthalenelike odor. Phenacetin produces an odor, but char- 
acteristic of itself, more faint than that produced by acetanilide 
or antipyrine. With mixture of the three antipyretics, the fra- 
grant odor produced by the action of the acetanilide is sufficient 
to produce the characteristic odor, which is intensified by adding 
a few drops of water to the residue. This test suggests the 
use of acetanilide as a test for boric acid, the delicacy of which 
is worth investigation.

How to Fight Department Stores 


Editor American Druggist: 

Sir—I note in your late issue that the druggists are stilk 
fighting the department cut rate business. 

I have an idea—it may and may not be original—I give it to 
vou for what it is worth. 

Suppose in a city like Milwaukee each druggist would con- 
tribute from $100 to $250 to establish a store which would stock 
dry goods, laces, ribbons, and in fact a line of STAPLE DRY GOODS 
on which the department stores make from 100 to 500 percent. 
profit. 

Let them take the most protfiable line first and advertise the 
prices at ABSOLUTE cosT plus the current expenses. 

The location of the store need not be in the high rent dis- 
trict. Let the co-operative druggists come out in huge print; 
let them take one profitable line after another and squeeze all 
profit out of it for the dry goods man. 

Let them educate the public to the enoromus profit they are 
paying the department stores, and that the cut rate dodge is 
merely a trap to get them to pay these profits when they enter 
the department stores. In other words, fight fire with fire. 

I think after a few months of this fighting the department 
stores would agree to get full prices or close out their drug 
departments. 

I suggest this and really believe that it is the only true solu- 
tion of the matter. 

It would not cost a great deal to try it if the druggists im 
each town would unite and pull together, 

I hope some genius in the drug trade will take hold of this 
idea and develop is as it should be.

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FACTORS CONSIDERED IN 
THE EXTENSION OF CREDIT

REDIT is the backbone of modern business. With it a 
man can command more capital, do more business and 
make more profit. The advantages of credit, or rather its pos- 
sibilities, when properly used, are so generally recognized in the 
business world, that it has often been a question in the mind 
of the writer why more retail druggists did not avail themselves 
of it, especially in the direction of obtaining loans to discount 
bills, by which they c. .’d obtain a much larger rate of interest 

on their money than the rate charged for the loan. 

Generally speaking, there are three factors to be considered 
in the extension of credit: capital, capacity and character. To 
the student of credit conditions this statement is elementary, but 
to those of you who have not made credit a special study, it 
may be of interest to explain the relative importance of these 
factors. Credit may be ‘extended on the strength of the ex- 
istence of any of them, but in no case can it be extended where 
all three are absent. 

You may not be aware of the fact, but capital alone, regard- 
less of character and capacity, entitles the possessor to credit 
in reasonable amount. A man notoriously dishonest, and of no 
ability, provided he has a clear title to valuable property, can 
secure credit more easily than a man without capital and of 
admittedly good character. The reason for this is, of course, 
obvious. The laws of the country are so drawn that the cred- 
itors run a better chance of securing their money, if mecessary, 
where capital is in existence, than they do where the ability to 
earn capital may be present, but which remains to be demon- 
strated. For this reason we very often see the example of a 
man without capital obeying moral laws and conducting him- 
self in a decent Christian way, simply and solely because he 
realizes that in the absence of capital he must demonstrate char- 
acter. Very often this same man, after his career has been 
crowned with wealth, will forsake utterly the principles that 
have guided his steps, and will attempt to defy moral laws and 
put aside Christian virtwes, because he vainly imagines that his 
wealth places him beyond the control of the laws of God and 
man; and, indeed, we are daily accustomed, in these modern 
days, to the spectacle of such a man continuing to live as he 
sees fit without the loss of either commercial power or wealth. 

To turn to the second factor, that of capacity; capacity 
without capital, but with character, is an exceedingly important 
consideration in the retail drug business. The business is of 
such a nature that not very much capital is required, and if a 
man whose capacity is known, and whose character is above 
reproach, comes to a supply house, the credit extended to him 
is often surprisingly large. On the other hand, capacity with- 
out character or without capital may be of value when proper- 
ly controlled, but it is very seldom that a man of this kind 
meets with any measure of business success. Credit men have

a little habit of inquiring into the character of the individual, 
and where wine, women and song are indicated, the individual 


receives scant consideration. I have known credit to be re- 
fuse” .n immorality alone, simply because it is well known that 
imme. ality quickly undermines character and leads to financial 
downfall. 

One of the misfortunes of the retail drug business in the 
past has been the fact that retail druggists knew little or noth- 
ing of the economic principles of the business world, and tried 
to do business by ignoring them. Today, under the leadership 
of the national pharmaceutical organizations, this condition is 
being rapidly changed, Furthermore, the colleges of pharmacy 
are seeing the signs of the times, and are giving special courses 
of commercial training to their students, a practice which can- 
not fail to make good business men as well as good professional 
men. 

An able credit man has to take chances. He has to trust 
often largely to instinct, and is, of course, often sadly misled. 
It is very necessary, however, that he take risks, or else he will 
not be making the best of the possibilities of his position. The 
credit man who has no losses is not a good credit man; it means 
that he is losing more business than he should. In modern 
business losses up to a certain point are considered perfectly 
legitimate. If the labors of a credit man selling as he does in 
a territory within a radius of some hundred miles are trying, 
how much more trying must they be to those who sell in for- 
eign lands, more particularly those lands which are constantly 
in the turmoil of political upheaval, when a man may be a 
millionaire one day and a beggar the next. Those who sell 
goods in South American countries are particularly exposed 
to this sort of risk. Often a shipment is started to a man hav- 
ing the best of credit, and while the shipment is on the way 
this man’s capital and belongings are wiped out of existence 
and his bills remain unpaid. 

It seems peculiar, but nevertheless a fact, that when once 
financial institutions form the habit of extending credit to an 
individual or company it is easier for such to continue borrow- 
ing than it would be had they never before asked for such an 
accommodation. To illustrate my point: I quote a peculiar case 
that came to my attention of a man conducting a business that 
had so much capital and the earnings of which were so large 
that they were never accustomed to ask for loans of any kind, 
but paid dividends and discounted all bills with cash at the 
bank. This man found that he could use $10,000 to advantage, 
and went to one of the banks where he had maintained a cash 
deposit for years, and asked for a loan. The bank immediately 
began to ask him questions which made him so angry that he 
advised them to depart for a certain place where the climate 
is said to be hot, and went to another bank, where he was ac- 
customed to keep, also, a considerable cash deposit. This bank 
treated him no better than the first, which so annoyed him that 
he decided to go no further. 

Where banks are. accustomed to extend credit they will fre- 
quently loan large amounts on short notice, Where a com- 
pany has existed for years without borrowing, any attempt to 
borrow immediately arouses suspicion.

What somebody has called “A Rain of Riches” took place 
when the Cahoon-Lyon Drug Company opened its new store at 
458 Main street, Buffalo, N. Y., the third that it now conducts 
on that street. About 500 balloons were released on the morn- 
ing of that day, each containing something valuable to the finder 
of it, some of it being money up to the value of $10. Souvenirs 
of value were also given away at the store, which called out a 
great crowd. The store is not very large or pretentious to the 
casual visitor, who for the most part does not understand that 
it occupies five floors, instead of one, as is usually the case.

pleasure to say, we were suc- 
cessful, and thus this strong 
chain of seven big stores con- 
tinues to this day to help maintain good conditions and to play 
fair with the smaller stores, to an extent that is very gratifying, 
considering the possibilities within the power of such large 
buying capacity. 

While, as has been mentioned, this concern practices the 
science of advertising in a large way in its campaigning for 
business, it depends mostly for returns upon the proper use of 
its show window displays. The firm employs an expert dis- 
play artist, William T. Gwyer, who, after the manner of most 
men who thoroughly know their value in any line of endeavor, 
is modest, quiet and thoughtful in demeanor. 

It has been my good fortune to have for some time en- 
joyed the acquaintance of this man, and to have at times con- 
versed with him concerning his methods, and in this paper it is 
my purpose to draw largely upon the information obtained 
during interviews upon the subject here being treated.

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Mr. Gwyer does not personally do the actual work of trim- 
ming his windows any more than does an architect with his own 
hands put into material form the structure that he designs. 

The windows, as well as the large number of show cases 
used in the seven stores that are under his care, are all ar- 
ranged by a corps of helpers, the members of which work from 
designs originated by this artist in his studio, where the 
sketches for each individual window or case are worked out

by his hand with pen, pencil and brush. When the work is 
completed and approved, the designer takes a flashlight picture 
of the display, which he carefully dates and notes the nature 
of the article or articles used therein. This information and 
picture are then filed in a portfolio. While any display is on, 
a record is kept of results in the matter of sales during its life, 
which is made a part of the information accompanying the pic- 
ture. Thus the drawing power of every display ever made and 
its selling value are accurately known, which forms a most val- 
uable source from which to draw inspiration for future dis- 
plays. 

Mr. Gwyer contends that it is quite as necessary to use the 
windows, the awnings, and, in short, the outside as well as the 
inside of the store as it is to use good newspaper copy. “Al- 
though mewspaper space is costly and most of your advertising 
appropriation must go that way, it does not follow that the best 
advertising is confined to newspapers. As a matter of fact, 
we consider our window space of even greater value as an ad- 
vertising medium,” said he. 

“The selling force of a good window trim is often over- 
looked. Almost any form of advertising will show results, but 
window advertising is the least expensive and the results are 
almost immediate. It arrests the attention of the passerby 
as no other form of advertising can, and it is but a step into 
the store while the desire to purchase is still fresh in mind. 
The merchant who wisely uses his windows brings into his 
store the possible purchaser of a commodity that has been 
widely advertised in magazines and newspapers, and the win- 
dow acts as the proper connecting link between newspaper and 
store. 

“Some druggists, I know, look upon their windows as a 
sort of nuisance, and under such a condition the passer by who 
looks into them is led to agree with that view. Men are usual- 
ly judged by the clothes they wear; the drug store is, in like 
manner, sized up by the condition of its show windows. 

“As a rule window trims should not remain unchanged 
more than one week. The fewer the windows, the oftener the 
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display should be changed. Every trim should have an appro- 
priate show card, or a number of them. Signs should at all 
times be accompanied with price quotations. A display of any 
sort of goods in a show window without businesslike looking 
price tickets is like making bread without yeast—it fails to 
raise the ‘dough,’ 

“Keeping forever at it, week in, week out, applies to win- 
dow displays just as it does to newspaper advertising, to para- 
phrase an oid maxim: ‘Eternal advertising is the price of suc- 
cess in modern merchandizing.’ 

“If a window display does not draw it should be taken out 
after two days. If it does draw it should be allowed to re- 
main three days. There is nothing like teasing the public, and 
it is infinitely better to come again with a successful win- 
dow than to keep it until it grows stale. 

“If a special sale of an article is to be featured in the win- 
dow, Friday is the best day on which to spring it, for the reason 
that it is usually a dull day in almost every community, there- 
fore the best time to make a special bid for business. The 
policy of putting on display certain goods to be sold at a spe- 
cial price two or three days later has proved unwise—now is 
the accepted time—seen today it may be fogrotten tomorrow.” 
Failure to appreciate the value of their window, so prevalent 
among druggists, Mr. Gwyer classifies as almost a crime.

The Presidential Address 


The president recommended in his address that a committee 
be appointed to confer with the National Association of Retail 
Druggists with a view to establishing a conference pharmaceu- 
tical on legislation. That if possible the same person act as 
the general secretary and editor; that a committee be appointed 
to frame a comprehensive model pharmacy law; that the asso- 
ciation continue its efforts in behalf of the pharmacists in the

of a department of public health; that the pharmaceutical sylla- 
bus should be perfected and made the basis of board examina- 
tions as well as college curricula: that the association send 
represeiltatives to the Congress of Applied Chemistry. 
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All that portion of the address referring to legislative mat- 
ters was referred to the committee on education and legislation 
and the remainder was referred to a committee composed of 
George M. Beringer, Camden, N. J.; Otto F. Claus, St. Louis; 
C. W. Johnson, Seattle, Wash.; J. O. Burge, 
Nashville, Tenn., and A. R. L. Dohme, 
Baltimore.

by percolation of the crude drug. In regard to the responsi- 
bility of dealers, it was the general sense that if he give a cer- 
tificate of the botanical and microscopical identity of drugs not 
assayable that this was all to be expected of him. 

The report of the committee on the United States Pharma- 
copeeia was then read by L. D. Haverhill. The work of this 
committee had been greatly hampered by the death of Professor 
Hallberg and the resignation of W. A. Beringer, but several 
recommendations were made, One important recommendation 
was that the official aromatic waters be prepared by dissolving 
their characteristic essential oils in hot water, cooling the prepa- 
ration and filtering if necessary. More definite work was 
needed on the comparative value ot different capsicums and dif- 
ferent parts of the root of aspidium. 

At the meeting of the section on Thursday Professor C. A. 
LaWall was called to the chair while Chairman Clark read the 
new amendments to the bylaws. It was first decided to pass the 
bylaws as they were read, but this seemed to be taking so much 
time that it was finally agreed to refer final action to the gen- 
eral session for its decision. The report of the committee on 
unofficial standards was read by W. A. Beringer, its chairman. 
A motion was made by M. I. Wilbert that the section recom 
mend to the Council that the proposed standards be published 
as soon as possible, and that all standards be published thirty 
days before becoming official. 

The section at its final session elected W. Richtman chair- 
man and C. H. LaWall secretary, as its officers for the ensuing 
vear

National Association of Boards of Pharmacy 


The sessions of the National Association of Boards of Phar- 
macy were begun at the Hotel Vendome, Boston, on Tuesday 
afternoon, August 15, and continued from day to day until the 
business of the session was completed. 

E. C. Marshall, of Boston, made the address of welcome. 
This was responded to by R.H. Walker, of Texas. Dr. Henry L. 
Taylor, of Albany, presented a report as chairman of the com- 
mittee on the syllabus. As a result of the progress in phar- 
macy he recommended revising the syllabus during 1915-20 to 
eliminate its weak points and improve the board of pharmacy 
examinations and methods of presenting the work in schools of 
pharmacy. The address of the president, John D. Muir, of 
Michigan, was deferred until Wednesday morning. 

The secretary-treasurer, A, F. Sala, of Indiana, presented his 
report, showing that there are thirty-three active memberships 
and six associate memberships ‘and that there had been during 
the year a total of 297 interchanges. It was recommended to 
print a list of the active states with their interchanges. Dr. J. 
B. Bond, of Arkansas, read the report of the committee on cre- 
dentials, which took the usual course. 

The report of the executive committee was presented by 
R. H. Walker, of Texas. E. Berger, of Florida, for the mem- 


bership committee, reported seven new active memberships, two

they granted assistant certificates, the advantages derived, and 
if they did not grant them, why not. The letters and discussions 
brought out the fact that some of the members favored giving 
the same examination to both the applicants for a registered 
pharmacist’s license and the applicants for the assistant’s certifi- 
cate, requiring a lower percentage in the case of the latter. 
Other members favored giving separate sets of questions 
adapted to the experience (two years), training and age of 
the applicant. A motion was put and carried that it be recom- 
mended to the boards of pharmacy to provide separate examina- 
tions for registered assistant and druggist and that the boards 
shall have the power to grant to a candidate for a druggist’s 
license who makes a low percentage the certificate of a regis- 
tered assistant, with the further recommendation that all boards 
of pharmacy that do not now issue assistants’ certificates be 
recommended to do so. In some states the law was construed 
as reading to mean that under exceptional circumstances, as in 
case of sickness or for needed rest, a druggist could, on applying 
to the board of pharmacy, be granted permission to have the 
registered assistant perform all the duties of the pharmacist 
during his absence. 

Owing to the absence of F. B. Lillie, of Oklahoma, no re- 
ports were presented fronf the committee on publication or 
legislation. R. H. Walker, of Texas, spoke for a few minutes 
about methods of keeping records of the various boards of phar- 
macy. He asked members to inspect the Texas methods, com- 
pare with their own and suggest improvements or changes or 
correct defects. He also presented a plan for shortening the 
application blanks. This was referred to a committee for con- 
sideration. The committee on the president’s address recom- 
mended the adoption of all his recommendations with a vote of 
thanks. 

Dr, Henry L. Taylor explained why New York should be 
an active.member. He supplemented this by reading from the 
New York State laws. 

A letter was then read stating that the laws of Cuba would 
not allow reciprocal exchange of certificates. A motion was 
carried to request the proper authorities of the United States 
government to negotiate with Cuba to bring this about. The 
representatives of the several auxiliary associations spoke of 
the benefits derived from this association. It was moved and 
carried to recognize the Society of Pharmacologists. 

The committee on nominations presented the following 
names: R. H. Walker, Texas, president; B. F. Davis, Maine, 
first vice-president; H. L. Haussamen, North Dakota, second 
vice-president; L. C. Lewis, Alabama, third vice-president; A.

CONFERENCE OF PHARMACEUTICAL 
FACULTIES 


ONCURRENT meetings of the American Conference of 

Pharmaceutical Faculties were held at the Hotel Ven- 

dome during the meeting of the American Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation. 

Owing to the illness of the president, J. O. Schlotterbeck, 
his address was read by the secretary, C. W. Johnson. A tele- 
gram expressing regret at his illness was sent to Professor 
Schlotterbeck by the conference. 

The president’s address was a strong paper, dealing with 
facts as he had found them, and made several important recom- 
mendations, which were later duly adopted or referred to ap- 
propriate committees. The audience was startled by the decla- 
ration of the president that there must be a more rigid scrutiny 
of the qualifications of members to be admitted to the confer- 
ence and that he considered some of the members already ad- 
mitted unfit for membership because of lack of education or 
fitness for their work or because they do not live up to the 
standards of the conference in their teachings. This caused 
considerable discussion, and the retiring president was re- 
quested to inform the executive committee of the names of the 
members he considered unworthy, as it had been stated in pri- 
vate that some schools of pharmacy would not join the con- 
ference because of the low standards of certain schools ad- 
mitted. The enforcement of the rule for at least one year’s 
high school training was declared to be absolutely essential to 
prevent the practice of some schools of matriculating illy pre- 
pared students for pecuniary reasons. Among the recom- 
mendations made was a plea that steps be taken to stop the 
practice of some colleges of pharmacy in conferring the de- 
grees Ph. B. and Ph. D. on graduates, as these titles properly 
meant Bachelor of Philosophy and Doctor of Philosophy. This 
recommendation the conference endorsed. The recommenda- 
tion that the conference appoint visitors to examine at least two 
schools of pharmacy each year and that the Carnegie Founda- 
tion be asked to examine the educational standing and merit 
of schools of pharmacy created much discussion. The latter 
suggestion was referred to the next year’s conference, to give 
members time to consider all phases of the matter. It was 
voted to pay the expenses of the committee visiting schools out 
of the treasury. 

The reports of the secretary, treasurer and various commit- 
tees were read and acted upon. The treasurer reported a bal- 
ance on hand of $576. 

Several papers were presented on problems confronting the 
teaching faculties of schools of pharmacy. J. H. Beal read a 
paper entitled The Teaching of Pharmaceutical Arithmetic in 
Colleges of Pharmacy, which brought out a general expression 
of opinion from the members present that the average student 
of pharmacy was sadly deficient in mathematics. Edward Kre- 
mers then read a paper on Pharmaceutical Technique. The 
methods of teaching in the public schools were severely criti- 
cised by H. L. Taylor, who declared that the high school re- 
quirement of the conference was often made of little value, 
because high school students were not given proper instruction. 

The following officers were elected for the ensuing year: 
President, J. O. Schlotterbeck; vice-president, A. H. Clark; 
secretary and treasurer, C. W. Johnson; executive committee, 
J. A. Koch, chairman; W. J. Teeters and E. G. Eberle, mem- 
bers.

Prior to the meeting of the American Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation at Boston, the committee on National Formulary, under 
the energetic chairmanship of Prof. C. Lewis Diehl, of Louisville, 
Ky., held morning, afternoon and evening sessions on Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday, August 11, 12 and 13. The following 
members were present: C. Lewis Diehl, George M. Beringer, 
Camden, N. J.; E. Fullerton Cook, Philadelphia; H. V. Arny, 
New York; H. B. Dunning, Baltimore; Otto Raubenheimer, 
Brooklyn; Leonard Seltzer, Detroit; H. W. Snow, Chicago;

The committee on color standards, composed of Messrs. 
Arny, Raubenheimer and Seltzer, made a report so as to have 
a uniform color in the galenicals which are colored with tincture 
of cudbear or caramel or compound ticture of cudbear. The 
committee has carefully revised all the formulas, and it is hoped 
that the fourth edition will be published by January, 1912. 

The new National Formulary will be in two parts, the first 
containing the formulas and the second containing descriptions 
and standards of the drugs and chemicals which enter National 
Formulary preparations and for which there are no standards 
in the United States Pharmacopceia.

DOCTOR WILEY VINDICATED 


Attack on Kebler Falls Flat—C ommittee Adjourns 





Washington, D. C., August 22—The House Committee on 
Expenditures in the Department of Agriculture has closed its 
work and has adjourned until next December. Its last hearing 
was held-on August 21. During the past two weeks the testi- 
mony has been developed along lines much the same as was 
previously brought before the House Committee, but the evi- 
dence has gone further and has been cumulative. Even the 
most skeptical are now convinced that something must be done. 
What the administration will do remains to be seen. The com- 
mittee is expected to take no action until after the opening of 
congress, save to study the record which has been placed be- 
fore it and to make up its’ mind as to the direction that is to 
be given to the final report. The desire of the majority mem- 
bers of the committee is that a unanimous report be turned in. 

One of the features of the hearing during the past two 
weeks has been the testimony of Dr. L. F. Kebler, of the drug 
division of the Bureau of Chemistry; Dr. Bigelow, the assist- 
ant chief of the bureau; Dr. H. H. Rusby, the consulting ex- 
pert employed by the bureau, and over whose appointment the 
whole controversy arose; Dr. H. W. Wiley, the chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, and finally that of Secretary Wilson 
himself, whose testimony closed the hearings. 

The situation as developed by these various witnesses and 
substantially agreed to by all is that there has existed in the 
Bureau of Chemistry a clique whose effort was to overthrow 
the Wiley administration of the bureau. This end has been 
sought by all sorts of means, spying, keyhole reporting and 
general treachery being of constant occurrence. Secretary 
Wilson has known of much of what went on and might have 
known of all of it had he chosen. He is therefore to be held 
responsible for the whole situation. As a result of this state 
of warfare the administration of the food and drugs act has 
suffered very seriously—in fact, it has been made the plaything 
of the warring factions in the department. 

One of the most interesting features of the testimony 
brought out on the witness stand is that there was a special 
effort to impeach Dr. Kebler, the chief of the drugs division. 
The only reason that has been made apparent for such action 
is that he has been exceedingly active in enforcing the law and 
that at one time he owned one share of stock in a manufactur- 
ing drug company, obtained years ago, on which he received 
a small dividend. On this latter fact was based most of the 
charges against his personal conduct, but the insinuation of 
wrongdoing and partiality fell flat when Dr, Kebler’s statement 
was heard. The testimony offered by Dr. Rusby concerning 
his own part in the matter proved that if there was any irregu- 
larity or illegality in his appointment he had no share in it, 
and that the findings of the personnel board were based on a 
garbled copy of a letter written to him. While Dr. Rusby was 
on the witness stand an’ effort was made to discredit him by 
asking whether he ever received fees from importers dealing 
in drugs, This was afterward renewed, when Secretary Wil- 
son was on the witness stand, he being asked if he knew of any 
irregularity on the part of Dr. Rusby. The secretary answered 
that a complaint had reached him to the effect that Dr. Rusby 
accepted fees from private concerns for passing on imported 
drugs and then accepted a salary from the government for 
passing upon the importations of the same drugs. Dr. Rusby 
admitted that he had sometimes been employed by private 
firms, although he was not asked and did not answer any ques- 
tion as to whether these firms were the importers of products 
which he had to examine later in his governmental capacity. 
Secretary Wilson said he had investigated the matter and had 
found but one such case. 

An interesting feature to druggists was the testimony of Dr. 
Wiley, afterward confirmed by Dr. Dunlap and Secretary Wil- 
son himself, that he, Dr, Wiley, had been prevented from do-

ing any work in the interest of the National Pharmacopeeia. 
This was in spite of the fact that both Dunlap and Wilson 
knew that the Pharmacopceia was the standard named in the 
food and drugs act. This strange action by the ruling element 
of the board charged with enforcing the act caused much con- 
jecture, but was generally ascribed to petty jealousy. 

The whole story shows conclusively that Secretary Wilson 
and his immediate entourage have blocked and hampered the 
Bureau of Chemistry in every direction, and that the referee 
board of consulting chemists, without intending to do so or 
without knowledge of the methods used in the department, 
has furnished material which considerably helped this scheme. 
Altogether it is the general belief that the Department of 
Agriculture needs reorganization, particularly as regards the 
food and drugs act, and that probably no good results can be 
had without a change in personnel and methods. Democratic 
members of congress seem to be of this opinion, and possibly 
the regular session may see something done as‘a result of the 
House committee’s findings.

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ATTACKS FOUNTAIN BEVERAGES 





Pure Food Commissioners Rap Soft Drinks 

Duluth, Minn., August 22—A general attack on many of the 
beverages sold at soda fountains (under evasive titles) was a 
feature of today’s session of the National Association of Pure 
Food Commissioners, now holding its annual meeting here. 
Commissioner D. E. Barr, of Oklahoma, declared that in his 
state alone 90 different beverages or syrups had been found to 
contain cocaine, while Commissioner S. J. Crumbine, of Kansas, 
said that while he had not been able to find cocaine in certain 
advertised beverages, he had found many containing caffein and 
other stimulating drugs. The convention took a strong stand 
against the sale of beverages containing caffein, cocaine or other 
habit forming drugs, especially as to those sold under mislead- 
ing names or as harmless tonics. It was pointed out that the 
evil of habit forming and stimulating drinks had spread greatly 
of past years, especially in states where there was prohibition of 
the sale of alcoholic beverages, and that many people were in- 
nocently acquiring a drug habit or wrecking their health by 
abuse of stimulants under the belief that many advertised soft 
drinks were harmless. 

The convention also went on record for state cooperation 
against the sale of fraudulent and proprietary medicines, and 
urged mutual exchange of reports of adulteration and fraud dis- 
covered or prosecuted. It was requested that the Secretary of 
Agriculture cooperate in the work of suppressing frauds and 
dangerous articles by detailing employees of that department to 
advise or assist state officials in legal prosecutions.

JAMES T, SHUPTRINE. 

After a long illness James T, Shuptrine, one of the oldest 
and best known druggists of the state of Georgia, died at his 
home in Savannah, Ga., on August 15. As a mark of respect 
the stores owned by members of the Savannah Druggists’ As- 
sociation were closed for one hour, from 5 to 6 o'clock.

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DRUG CRUSADE EXCITES PHILADELPHIA 





Painters Arrested for Selling Poisons—Threaten Retalia- 
tion on Retail Druggists— Pennsylvania News 





HILADELPHIA, August 22—The retail drug trade is 
vitally interested in the crusade which was inaugurated a 
few days ago by Vice-president Christopher Koch, of the Penn- 
sylvania State Pharmaceutical Examining Board, against deal- 
ers in painters’ supplies, who are charged with selling poisons 
without conforming to the laws of the state. Approximately 
one hundred warrants have been prepared and one-half of them 
served on retail dealers in painters’ materials all over the city. 
Hearings so far have resulted in their being held for court. 

Detectives for the state board have been making the rounds 
of the city, making small purchases of carbolic acid, cyanide of 
potassium, bichloride of mercury and oxalic acid. In the ma- 
jority of instances there was no registration made of the sale 
and no questions asked. Much of this poison was handed over 
the counter in beer and whiskey bottles, bearing neither the 
name of the poison nor the label of the seller. In some in- 
stances, where the sale was registered, the detective gave a fic- 
titious name and an address from outside the city, although the 
law specifies that the purchaser must be a resident of the county 
in which the sale is made. In nearly every instance either the 
law regulating sales of carbolic acid or the Pennsylvania phar- 
macy act was violated by these sales and failure to observe the 
regulations regarding the sale of poisons. It is the first time 
in the history of the city that such a crusade has been started, 
and woeful ignorance of the laws has been brought to light. 
The fact that much poison used in the arts and trades was 
being sold without compliance with the law was brought out 
a few months ago, when it was found that many persons with 
criminal intent were purchasing poisons at stores other than 
pharmacies. This crusade is the outcome, and now the retail 
paint dealers seem to think that the retail druggists of the city 
are responsible, and declare that they propose to see that the 
druggists conform to these laws in every particular. Druggists 
are taking the warning right to heart and safeguarding every 
sale of articles of this class. In the meantime, the crusade 
which had been inaugurated with the revival of the illegal 
traffic in cocaine and morphine has been halted temporarily, as 
far as arrests are concerned, although Vice-president Koch de- 
clares that the evidence is well in hand. 

J. H. Barlow, the P. A. R. D. representative, is now trav- 
eling through the state, collecting dues and soliciting members 
for the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Association. He expects 
to turn in about 150 applications as the result of his work, 
which is being largely confined to the western section of the 
state. 

Nathan A. Cozens, secretary of the Philadelphia Association 
of Retail Druggists, passed the recent New Jersey State Board 
examination. Mr, Cozens sold his store a few years ago, but 
continues to keep in close touch with pharmaceutical interests. 
He is a native of New Jersey, and declares that the right to go 
behind the drug store counter in New Jersey when he visits 
old friends there is well worth having. Although it has been 
many years since he attended college, he declares that the ex- 
amination was easier than he expected it to be. 

At a meeting of the entertainment committee of the Penn- 
sylvania Pharmaceutical Association it was decided to give an 
operetta at the 1912 meeting of the association at Buena Vista 
Springs, the members of the cast to be members of the asso- 
ciation and the ladies attending the convention. 

Much sympathy has been expressed by the many friends of 
Mr. and Mrs. Samuel C. Henry on account of the death of 
their sixteen year old daughter on August 19. Mr. Henry is 
a former president of the Philadelphia Retail Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation, and is prominently identified with organized pharmacy 
throughout the state.

It is expected that fifty 
persons will make the trip, leaving Philadelphia over the Le- 
high Valley Railroad at 8.30 a. m., Sunday, September 10. The 
delegates from the Montgomery County Association and from 
points adjacent to the city will take the same train. 

After being located since 1857 at 1410 Chestnut street, the 
Llewellyn Pharmacy, H. C. Swartley, proprietor, will shortly 
remove to a more commodious building at 1518 Chestnut street.

PURITY CRUSADE ON PHILADELPHIA 
SODA FOUNTAINS 


Addresses Philadelphia 
Wiley Commended 
HILADELPHIA, July 19.—An address by Harry P. Cassidy, 

special agent for the Pennsylvania Dairy and Pure Food 

Commission, was a special feature of the quarterly meeting on 

July 7 of the P. A. R. D., at the Drug Club. There was a large 

attendance particularly on the part of those druggists owning 

soda fountains, for since the opening of the summer season Mr. 

Cassidy has directed his efforts to breaking up the practices of 

adulterating and misbranding the drinks sold at the soda foun- 

tains. His field has been chiefly among the proprietors, other 
than druggists, in the foreign sections of the city. 

Important business action was the adoption of resolutions 
denouncing the methods of attack upon Dr. Harvey W. Wiley 
made through a circular letter sent out from New York, and 
also urging the newspapers and city, county and state officials 
to give less publicity to the dose, effect and means of procuring 
poisons used in suicide and homicide cases. Both resolutions 
were exactly similar to those passed by the Pennsylvania Phar- 
maceutical Association at its meeting in June last. Delegates 
were also chosen to represent the P. A. R. D. at the N. A. R. D. 
convention at Niagara Falls in September. 

The business session preceded the address by Mr. Cassidy, 
and little time was lost by President Christopher Koch in dis- 
posing of details. Frank W. Fluck, chairman of the entertain- 
ment committee, concluded a most active season by turning over 
$517.29, together with a number of collectible accounts, to show 
for the efforts of the committee. A rising vote of thanks was 
tendered the committee. William E. Lee, chairman of the state 
delegation, made a most comprehensive report on what had been 
done at Bedford Springs, dwelling particularly upon the value 
of the publicity given by the pharmaceutical journals and the 
Philadelphia newspapers. Chairman S. C. Henry, of the legis- 
lative committee, reported that judging from the letters he had 
received from the congressmen of the state who had been asked 
by the committee to work against the passage of the Sherley 
bill, it was evident that this measure would not come up at the 
present session. Several of the writers announced their oppo- 
sition to the bill. The election of delegates resulted as follows:

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Condition of Trade 


New York, August 25, I9gII. 

Although the past fortnight, in drug and chemical circles, has 
been ‘ess eventful than the period covered by our previous re- 
view, the general market has not been wholly without new 
features or developments of noteworthy importance. Opium has 
not undergone any material change, but the upward trend of 
prices has been checked by the arrival of fresh supplies, to- 
gether with a lessened demand, both of which relieved the 
stringency existing two weeks ago, and caused a slight reces- 
sion in values. The situation, however, continues fairly strong, 
under the influences noted in recent reports, and there is no 
urgent selling pressure at current quotations. In fact, the re- 
cent material reduction in crop estimates are practically con- 
firmed, and conditions at the several primary sources of supply 
continue favorable to holders, notwithstanding the receipt of 
cable advices from Smyrna to the effect that speculative interest 
in the articles has subsided to some extent. An important de- 
velopment has been the prolonged drought in Europe, which is 
expected to materially affect the yield of many of the herbs, 
leaves, flowers, roots, etc., many of which have already begun to 
strengthen in value, on account of an unfavorable crop outlook. 
One of the more conspicuous commodities is Roman chamomile 
flowers, and loca] dealers have advanced spot prices of old 
considerably because they have been unable to place orders for 
new crop to replace their depleted stocks. Other articles af- 
fected by the drought include arnica, German calendula and 
elder flowers, belladonna and digitalis leaves, juniper berries 
and doggrass, arnica, belladonna and Belgian valerian roots. 
Carthagena ipecac has received increased attention and the re- 
duced stock is held at higher prices. Senega root is again higher 
after considerable business for export. Golden seal root is 
available only in small jobbing quantities, and extreme prices 
are quoted. Among the essential oils firm prices are maintained 
for lemon, orange and bergamot, and a further slight improve- 
ment is noted in rose. Peppermint and spearmint continue 
‘strong, and as the bulk of the crop now being distilled has 
already been contracted for by dealers, there is very little like- 
lihood that consumers will be able to shade present quotations. 
Angostura tonka beans continue in extremely limited supply and 
‘business has been done at a further material advance in values. 
Calabar and St, Ignatius beans are both easier. Refined glycer- 
ine is again easier and quotations are further reduced owing to 
the weakness in the dynamite grade. Among the chemicals the 
zine products are firmer on account of sharp advances abroad 
in values of spelter. Tin products also are firmer in sympathy 
with the basic metal and manufacturers of tin oxide have ad- 
varced prices 3c per peund. Changes in quotations have oc- 
curred in the following articles during the past two weeks:

Drugs 

Angostura tonka beans continue in extremely small supply 
and prices are again higher. A recent arrival of several bar- 
rels failed to weaken the market. Half the quantity was im- 
mediately sold at $5.50, and subsequently half of the remainder 
was disposed of at the same price, which is now the ruling 
quotation for the small stock available. 

Arnica fiowers show increasing firmness under the influence 
of corresponding conditions abroad, as the outlook for the new 
crop is decidedly unfavorable. Local dealers are quoting 12 
to 13c for old, although in one or two instances 11c might still 
be accepted. 

Asafcetida is moving steadily on consuming orders, and while 
$1 is still quoted for ordinary U. S. P., up to $2 is named for 
choice tears. 

Balm of Gilead buds are obtainable at a concession from 
former quotations, and the revised range is 24 to 25¢. 

Balsam Peru is a shade easier, the revised range of quota- 
tions being $1.80 to $2, but only limited quantities are available 
at the lower figure. 

Balsam tolu continues scarce, and the market is again 
firmer, with quotations further advanced to 30 to 35c as to 
quantity and holder, 

Bayberry wax is receiving increased attention and the market 
is firmer with quotations advanced to 19 to 20c, as to quantity 
and hoider. , 

Burgundy pitch is meeting with a moderate consuming de- 
mand, but there is rnore or less competition among dealers, and 
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quotations show the wider range of 54 to 534c as to holder, 
with sales reported at the lower figure. 

Calabar beans are offered more freely, owing to increased 
supplies, and the market is easier, with the quotation reduced 
to 30c, at which business has been transacted. 

Carbolic acid is in good demand and firmer both here and 
abroad, and spot quotations have been advanced to 14 to 14%4c 
for crystals in large drums, and 20 to 2Ic in pound bottles. 

Carnauba wax is finding a moderate consuming outlet on 
orders from manufacturing consumers, and revised quotations 
show a slight reduction in No. 1 to 60 to 61c, and a further 
advance in north country to 38 to 38%c. Other grades are 
without quotable change. 

Condurango bark is extremely scarce, with the small spot 
stock concentrated in few hands, and the market is decidedly 
stronger, with quotations advanced to 15 to 17c. 

Cream of tartar is easier in sympathy with corresponding 
weakness in the market for crude material, and manufacturers 
have reduced quotations Ic per pound to the basis of 2534 to 
26c for powdered, as to quantity, 

Cut soap bark is slightly easier, and while gc is still quoted 
by some holders, others report sales at 8%c. Crushed is firmer 
with prices advanced to 7% to 8c. 

Cuttlefish bone is easier owing to competition among ship- 
pers at primary sources of supply, and local dealers have reduced 
quotations to 15 to 16c for prime Trieste and 14 to 20c for 
French. 

Damiana leaves also are slightly lower and are openly offered 
in some quarters at 10%c, but one or two holders continue to 
quote IIc. 

Gambier is again weaker under free offers for forward de- 
livery, and spot quotations are further reduced to 5% to 5!4¢ 
as to quantity. 

German marjoram is firmer in sympathy with stronger pri- 
mary markets, and after making sales at 20c dealers advanced 
quotations to 21 to 22c. French is still obtainable at 9 to 9'%c. 

German large fennel seed is firmer on account of reports 
that the new crop will be short, and spot quotations have been 
advanced to II to 12c, : 

Gum benzoin is higher in sympathy with stronger foreign 
markets, and dealers have advanced spot quotations to 34 to 
4oc as to quality. 

Gum mastic is firmer owing to light spot supplies and higher 
import cost, and quotations have been marked up to 50 to 52c. 

Gum thus is practically out of market and up to $16 is re- 
ported paid for the few barrels obtainable. 

Harlem oil is weaker, owing to rather keen competition, and 
there are sellers at the reduced range of $1.90 to $2. 

Juniper berries are tending upward in price, owing to ad- 
vices to the effect that no definite offers of new crop for ship- 
ment are yet obtainable. There seems to be no doubt that the 
yield will be much below the usual average, as it is already late, 
and conditions in growing sections are unfavorable. Sales have 
been made of old on the spot at 234c, and quotations have since 
been advanced to 234 to 3c. ' It is expected that the import cost 
of new will exceed the higher figure. 

Kola nuts are again easier, owing to further arrivals from 
the West Indies, together with rather keen competition among 
dealers, and quotations are further reduced to 9 to roc. For 
the African variety dealers are quoting 12 to I5c. 

Linseed oil is easier and manufacturers have reduced prices 
to 85 to 87c for raw and 86 to 8oc for boiled, as to quantity. 

Opium is in somewhat better supply for immediate delivery, 
and the tone of the market is easier to the extent that local 
dealers have reduced quotations to $7.75 for original cases and 
$7.80 for smaller quantities. Powdered and granular were tem- 
porarily unsettled by keen competition among dealers, which 
resulted in a cutting of prices, but quotations were subsequently 
restored to $8.50 for the former and $8.60 for the latter. 

Oxalic oil is moving ir a satisfactory way, and quotations 
for English in casks have been advanced to 7% to 73¢c._ Ger- 
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man, in casks, is still obtainable at 7c and domestic in barrels 
at 74. 

Red clover tops are cabled higher abroad, and the spot quo- 
tation is advanced to I2c. 

Russian cantharides are stronger owing to a materially in- 
creased import cost, and cable reports that there are more buy- 
ers and sellers in primary markets, and spot values for desira- 
ble parcels have been advanced to 72 to 73c for whole flies and 
77 to 78c for powdered. 

Sicily sumac is slow of sale and the market is easier with 
spot sellers at $52 per ton. 

Sloe berries are moving in a jobbing way at slightly easier 
prices, and the revised range of quotations is 5% to 6c. 

Spanish saffron is somewhat easier, both here and abroad, 
and spot quotations show a decline to $10.50 to $10.75. 

St. Ignatius beans also are easier under a similar influence, 
and there are sellers at 30c. 

Tamarinds are in moderate consuming request, but the mar- 
ket is easy in tone, and dealers are quoting 4c per pound in bar- 
rels and $2.50 per keg. 

Rock candy syrup continues to find a steady consuming 
outlet, and the market is again firmer with manufacturers 
prices further advanced to 48% to 50c for white in barrels and 
51% to 53c in half barrels. Amber is 2c less than white. 

Roman chamomile flowers are stronger under the influences 
previously noted, and it is doubtful whether 25c can be shaded 
for desirable parcels. An active inquiry has materially reduced 
the spot stock of old, and dealers claim that they are unable 
to obtain firm quotations on new crop for shipment. 

Venice turpentine is a shade lower and dealers are quoting 
30 to 32c for true and 9 to 9%c for artificial. 


Roots 


Arnica root is higher owing to stronger foreign markets, 
and materially reduced spot supplies, and the inside quotation 
has been advanced to 50c. 

Belgian valerian is decidedly strong, owing to scarcity 
abroad, and some export inquiry. Up to 9c was paid for round 
lots to be shipped back to primary markets, and local dealers 
have since advanced their quotations to 12c. The tendency of 
values is still upward. 

Carthagena ipecac is another very scarce article among the 
roots, and holders of the small available spot stock have ad- 
vanced their quotations to $2.10 to $2.20, with some declining 
to shade the higher figure. 

Gentian root is in larger supply, several parcels having ar- 
rived recently, and the market, is slightly easier with quotations 
reduced to. 634 to 7c, 

German dandelion is firmer owing to unfavorable crop con- 
ditions. Quotations have been advanced to 9 to 9%c with 
sales reported at the inside figure, and the trend of prices is 
upward. ° 

Golden seal continues strong with the spot market almost 
bare, and jobbing parcels, out of a recent small arrival, are 
offered sparingly at the comparatively extreme price of $5. This 
price is also quoted for powdered, 

Jalap has received increased attention and the market is 
firmer with quotations advanced to 33 to 34c, and fairly round 
lots of desirable quality have found buyers at the inside quota- 
tion. 

Pareira brava is decidedly stronger, on account of extreme 
scarcity, and the limited stock, which is concentrated in few 
hands, is firmly held at an advance to goc. 

Senega is firmer, both here and in primary markets. Several 
tons were taken, presumably for export, at 52%4c, and subse- 
quently dealers advanced their prices to 54 to 55c, as to quantity. 


Essential Oils 


Anise oil is nominally unchanged at $1.17% to $1.20 as to size 
of order, but the market lacks strength, and it is intimated that 
the inside figure has been shaded. 
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Clove oil is again higher under the influences previously 
noted, and quotations have been further advanced to $1.05 to 
$1.10. 

Cubeb oil is firmer owing to higher markets for berries to 
arrive, and quotations have been advanced to $3.45 to $3.80 as to 
quantity and seller. 

Peppermint oil is firmly held at the advance to $2.90 to $3, 
noted two weeks ago, and a good steady jobbing movement into 
consuming channels has been in progress at full prices. Con- 
ditions in Western primary markets are considered favorable to 
continued steadiness. 

Rose oil is about the only article in this section of the gen- 
eral market which has undergone an actual change in values, the 
quotation for leading brands having been further advanced to 
$10.50. Even this price is below the present import cost, and 
further improvement is considered probable. 


Seeds 


Celery seed also is firmer under a similar influence and spot 
quotations show an advance to 13 to 13%c. 

Dutch caraway seed is cabled higher in primary markets and 
local dealers are firmer in their views regarding spot values, 
the revised quotations showing an advance to 5% to 5%4c. 

Fiaxseed is higher owing to scarcity, and quotations have 
been advanced to $11.25 to $11.50 per barrel for whole cleaned 
and 6 to 6%c per pound for ground. 

Larkspur seed has been a conspicuous feature of the general 
market owing to extreme scarcity, and a succession of sharp ad- 
vances has resulted in a quotation of $1.75 with only small lots 
obtainable, 

Poppy seed of all kinds is extremely scarce, both here and 
abroad, and while a limited quantity might be had at 9%%4ec, a 
general quotation is toc. 

Star anise seed is reported in light supply with a conse- 
quent firmer market, and dealers have advanced quotations to 
17% to 18c. 

Sunflower seed is firmer to the extent that quotations have 
been advanced to 334 to 4c for domestic striped, and 4 to 4%c 
for foreign. 


Chemicals 


Chrome alum is again slightly easier with a further reduc- 
tion to 41éc in the quotation for large lots, but up to 4%c is still 
named for iobbing quantities. 

Crude saltpeter is in somewhat larger supply and the tone 
of the market is easier, with quotations showing a fractional 
decline to 4% to 43%c as to quantity. 

Tin oxide is stronger in sympathy with materially higher 
prices for the basic metal, and manufacturers have advanced 
quotations 3c per pcund to 48 to 50c according to size of order. 

Zinc dust is again higher under the influences noted in a 
previous report, together with a decided upward movement 
abroad in values of spelter, and spot quotations have been fur- 
ther advanced to 7% to 7%c for prime heavy. 

Zinc oxidé also is higher under the same influences and 
quotations for German have been advanced to 7% to 7%c for 
R. S.. 8% to 834c for G. S., and 8% to 9%c for W. S.
